Alumni  Awards 


Dr.  C.  Samuel  Micklus 


If  someone  gave  you  a  half-ounce  of  balsa  wood,  and  you  have  to  build  a  eight-inch-tall 
structure  with  it,  and  you  can't  use  any  other  materials  except  a  little  glue,  how  strong 
would  your  tower  be?  How  much  weight  would  it  hold?  Now,  if  you  were  an  nine-year-old 
child,  could  you  even  begin  to  meet  this  challenge?  Each  year,  working  in  teams  and  with 
no  help  from  adults,  thousands  of  children  do,  in  the  Odyssey  of  the  Mind. 

The  Odyssey  of  the  Mind  is  the  brainchild  of  Sam  Micklus,  a  resident  of  southern  New 
Jersey  who  earned  his  B.S.  in  Industrial  Design  from  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  in  1966, 
and  an  M.A.  in  Industrial  Arts  Education  from  Trenton  State  College  in  1968.  After  years  as 
a  successful  industrial  designer  and  teacher,  he  became  increasingly  intrigued  by  the  nature 
of  creativity,  frustrated  by  society's  efforts  to  squelch  creativity,  and  convinced  that,  in  the 
right  environment,  creativity  could  be  nurtured  and  taught.  Finally,  Sam  Micklus  chal- 
lenged groups  of  children  from  28  New  Jersey  schools  to  participate  in  a  1978  competition 
to  solve  creative  problems.  From  this  start,  he  created  the  "Olympics  of  the  Mind,"  and 
gained  more  visibility  when  this  "creativity  Olympics"  was  featured  on  Bill  Moyer's  PBS 
series,  Creativity,  in  1980.  By  now,  this  innovative  program,  renamed  Odyssey  of  the  Mind, 
has  been  featured  in  Smithsonian,  Omni,  People,  and  many  other  publications.  Today, 
Odyssey  of  the  Mind  involves  12,000  schools  and  over  1,000,000  children  worldwide,  from 
New  York  to  Australia. 

Back  to  the  tower  puzzle:  How  much  would  your  balsa  tower  hold?  Better  build  it 
again:  the  towers  created  by  nine-year-olds,  in  Odyssey  of  the  Mind  competitions,  routinely 
hold  more  than  500  pounds! 

Brian  T.  Vernon 

Brian  T.  Vernon  is  a  stunningly  energetic  alumni.  Just  eight  years  ago,  he  earned  his  BFA  in 
Dance  Education,  with  an  emphasis  on  Jazz,  Theatre,  and  Tap.  He  went  on  to  earn  an  MFA 
in  Dance  Education  from  the  University  of  California  at  Irving  two  years  later,  with  a  focus 
on  Teaching  and  Administration.  Upon  completing  that  program,  he  received  the 
university's  most  prestigious  distinction,  the  Chancellor's  Fellowship  Award.  He  currently 
serves  on  the  faculty  of  Colorado's  Mesa  State  College,  where  he  recently  earned  tenure  and 
was  promoted  to  Associate  Professor  of  Dance. 

If  his  teaching  alone  were  all  he  had  accomplished  since  graduation,  that  would  be 
enough.  However,  he  continues  to  be  an  active  practitioner,  leader,  and  advocate  of  dance  in 
the  United  States  and  worldwide.  As  a  Colorado  state  representative  for  the  International  Tap 
Association,  Brian  Vernon  has  received  numerous  awards,  honors,  and  recognition,  and  was 
recently  included  in  several  "Who's  Who"  publications.  While  all  of  his  activities  are 
interesting,  particularly  notable  are  his  annual  trips  to  South  Africa,  where  he  teaches  and 
choreographs  in  Johannesburg,  Cape  Town,  and  in  several  financially  impoverished 
townships. 

Brian  Vernon  remains  active  in  American  venues  as  well.  Among  his  credits  in  the 
Musical  Theatre  are  A  Chorus  Line,  Ain't  Misbehavin  (where  he  served  as  assistant,  director, 
choreographer,  and  leading  performer),  and  performances  with  the  original  Broadway  cast 
and  company  in  an  international  touring  production  of  Black  and  Blue.  He  has  also 
choreographed  or  directed  Anything  Goes,  Joseph  and  the  Amazing  Technicolor  Dreamcoat, 
Guys  and  Dolls,  42nd  Street,  My  Fair  Lady,  and  Jesus  Christ  Superstar.  At  a  young  age,  Brian 
Vernon  continues  to  actively  teach  and  perform  constantly  in  other  musicals,  television 
commercials  and  programs,  and  films,  serving  as  a  living  embodiment  of  the  best  in 
contemporary  dance. 


Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 


Lily  Yeh 


Lily  Yeh  is  a  small  woman  with  a  giant  spirit,  a  person  who  has  made  a  huge  difference  in 
the  lives  of  thousands  of  people  in  Philadelphia  and  across  the  world.  She  lives  at  the  place 
where  the  arts  and  social  change  meet. 

Lily  Yeh  was  born  in  mainland  China  and  grew  up  in  Taiwan,  with  a  love  of  classical 
Chinese  landscape  painting  fostered  in  her  by  her  father.  After  immigrating  to  America  at 
the  age  of  22,  she  earned  a  master's  degree  in  the  arts  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
Shortly  after,  in  1968,  she  began  teaching  at  The  University  of  the  Arts.  Although  she  had 
success  exhibiting  her  paintings  and  sculpture  in  galleries  during  the  1970s  and  1980s,  she 
felt  an  increasing  urge  to  create  art  that  reached  more  people,  and  helped  transform  their 
lives.  In  1985,  she  visited  a  North  Philadelphia  neighborhood  wounded  by  unemployment, 
high  crime  rates,  drug  use,  and  many  other  problems.  There,  with  the  help  of  residents,  she 
began  to  transform  a  large  area,  strewn  by  litter,  into  an  urban  park  and  a  new  nonprofit 
organization,  The  Village  of  Arts  and  Humanities. 

As  the  Village  took  more  of  Lily  Yeh's  time  and  energies,  she  had  to  start  reducing  her 
work  as  a  University  of  the  Arts  professor  after  almost  30  years,  but  our  community's  loss 
was  the  world's  gain.  Today,  the  Village  has  grown  to  include  neighborhood  housing,  after- 
school  programs,  and  other  major  grassroots  community  efforts.  It  transforms  the  lives  of 
all  it  touches:  local  school  children,  affluent  volunteers  from  Philadelphia's  suburbs, 
recovering  drug  addicts  from  the  neighborhood,  and  many  others,  all  working  side-by-side. 
In  the  meantime,  Lily  Yeh  has  brought  the  Village  model  to  Kenya  and  other  locations 
around  the  world,  showing  the  power  of  transformation  through  art. 


History  of  The  University  of  the  Arts 

The  University  of  the  Arts  has  evolved  from  two  century- 
old  institutions:  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  and  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts. 

The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  (PCA)  was  formed 
in  1876  along  with  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art. 
Initially  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and 
School  of  Industrial  Art,  the  institutions  were  estab- 
lished in  response  to  the  interest  in  art  and  art 
education  that  was  stimulated  by  the  country's 
Centennial  Exposition.  In  194^  the  school  became 
known  as  the  Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art, 
reflecting  the  expanded  programs  that  trained  artists  in 
many  other  areas,  including  fine  arts.  The  school 
received  accreditation  in  1959,  and  in  1964  separated 
from  the  Museum  to  become  the  Philadelphia  College 
of  Art.  Today,  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  and 
Design  of  The  University  of  the  Arts  offers  curricula  in 
design,  media  arts,  fine  arts,  crafts,  and  museum  and 
art  education. 

The  performing  arts  programs  of  The  University  of 
the  Aits  date  to  1870  when  three  graduates  of  the 
Conservatory  of  Leipzig  opened  one  of  the  first 
European  style  conservatories  of  music  in  America:  the 
Philadelphia  Musical  Academy.  The  Musical  Academy 
became  an  independent  college  of  music  in  1950, 
granting  a  Bachelor  of  Music  degree  after  a  four-year 
course  of  study-one  of  only  eight  such  music  colleges 
in  the  nation  at  the  time.  While  still  offering  only  a 
music  program,  the  school  changed  its  name  to  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  (PCPA)  in 
1976,  the  first  such  college  in  Pennsylvania.  One  year 
later  the  former  Philadelphia  Dance  Academy  became 
part  of  PCPA,  and  in  1983  the  School  of  Theater  was 
created,  thus  achieving  the  college's  ideal  balance  of 
performing  arts:  dance,  music  and  theater  arts. 

In  1985,  PCA  and  PCPA  joined  to  become  the 
Philadelphia  Colleges  of  the  Arts,  and  a  true  visual  and 
perfonuing  arts  university  was  in  its  formative  stages. 
With  its  inauguration  in  1987,  The  University  of  the 
Arts  is  the  largest  comprehensive  educational  institu- 
tion of  its  kind  in  the  nation,  preparing  students  for 
professional  careers  in  design,  fine  arts,  crafts,  dance, 
music,  and  theater  arts. 

In  1997  the  University  added  a  new  College  of 
Media  and  Communication,  offering  degrees  in 
communication,  writing  for  film  and  television,  and 
multimedia.
